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An American Story 
William 8. Knudsen was another of those men with 
unui.fj# ] mechanics! aptitude, organizational genius 
and business acumen who brought the automotiv e In­ 
dustry to its present pre-eminence. 
This oyung bicycle mechanic who emigrated from 
Denmark was a shipyard and railroad shop worker, 
then a factory stock room keeper, before he began his 
tlee to positions of greater responsibility, first as a 
mill superintendent, then a* Ford Motor Co ’s super­ 
v isor of plant construction. HI* later years with Gen­ 
eral Motors and his wartime serv ice as a Lieutenant > 
general In charge of production for the War depart­ 
ment rounded out a notable career. 
Willlam-Knudsen was a man of modest beginnings 
and no formal technical education. Yet because of his 
ability to utilise his self-acquired knowledge he be­ 
came a national industrial leader and the director of 
en important phase of our war effort. Hh history is 
one of those that could be told only in America. 


Dual Democratic Personality

If thla is « measure 
of the enthusiasm within the Inner circle of the Dem­ 
ocratic party, it doesn't augur well for the v igor with 
which the Truman candidacy will be pushed.

excessiv e dryness — t<ut usually she 
v ill not connect this with her other

Unfortunately, many . such

iren do not seek medical aid and 
hat is a pity because their con­ 
dition is ao easily corrected if It is 
due to • lack of secretion from 
the thyroid gland. 
And this ailment can easily be re­ 
liev ed by the giv ing of thyroid ex­ 
tract. 
Exact (su r e Unknown 
This condition is called hypothy­ 
roidism 
Babies are sometimes born 
with this disturbance, but it can 
dev elop at any time of life. 
; We hav e not discov ered exactly 
what causes it, but we do know that 
it is mart likely to occur in women 
between 30 « ad 40 years of age. 
The symptoms, of course, v ary 
according to the sev erity of the 
deficiency. 
When 
there Is great 
lack of secretion from the thyroid 
gland, the patient dev elops what is 
known as myxedema. 
The skin is pale, slightly yellow, 
and dry. 
The eyelids are puffy, 
and the face ha* little expression. 
The Upe and tongue are large and 
Die v oice coarse. 
The hands and 
feet are often swollen, and the hair 
la dry and .scanty. 
Borne 
patient* 
are 
ov erweight, 
but others are exceptionally ttuu. 
The heart rate is slow and the 
blood 
pressure 
either 
normal 
or 
low. 
Less Sev ere Cases 
In 
the 
less 
sev ere 
cases, 
the 
symptom* may only be such things 
as 1 a feeling of tiredness, dryness 
of the skin, lack of energy, and 
aboentmindednes*. 
Many such women hav e distur­ 
bances of the regular periods. They 
may hav e hot Hashes and pain in 
the lower part of the abdomen 
Others may complain of sickness to 
the stomach, v omiting, excessiv e gas 
in the bowel, ur constipation. 
It 1» fortunate that there is a 
test, known a* the basal metabol­ 
ism test that is quite helpful in 
detecting hypothyroidism. This text 
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is carried out by hav ing the pa­ 
tient breathe through a tube con­ 
nected with a tank and measuring 
the amount of oxygen used up in 
giv en period o P time. 
When the metabolic rate is below 
normal, it indicates that there is a 
lack of thyroid secretion. 
In most 
patients who dev elop symptom* of 
hypothyroidism, 
the 
basal 
m eta­ 
bolism will be more than 20 per 
cent, below av eraga. 
Another symptom of hypothyroid­ 
ism is anemia or lessening of tiie 
number Of red cells or the color­ 
ing in the blood 
Thyraid extract

hypothyroidism 
is 
to 
giv e 
thyroid 
extract 
and 
note 
whether or not the 
patient 
re­ 
sponds to the treatment. 
If the giv ing of the thyroid ex­ 
tract reliev es the symptoms, then it 
is fairly certain that the symptoms 
were due to the lack of thyroid 
secretion.
